11. ANNUAL BUDGETS AND SERVICE DELIVERY AND BUDGET IMPLEMENTATION PLANS - INTERNAL 
DEPARTMENTS 

In terms of Section 53(l)©(ii) of the MFMA, Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan (SDBIP) is 
defined as a detailed plan approved by the Mayor of a municipality for implementing the municipality's 
delivery of services and its budget, and which must indicate the following- 

la) Projections for each month 

Revenue to be collected, by source; and 
Operational and capital expenditure, by vote 

(b) Service Delivery targets and performance indicators for each quarter, and 

(c) Other matters prescribed. 

The mayor, in accordance with section 53 of the MFMA, is expected to approve the SDBIP within 28 days 
after approval of the budget. In addition, the mayor must ensure that the revenue and expenditure 
projections for each month and the service delivery targets and performance indicators as set out in the 
SDBIP are mmade public within 14 days after its approval. 

The SDBIP gives effect to the Integrated Development Plan and the budget of the municipality. It is an 
expression of the objective of the municipality in quantifiable outcomes which will be implemented by 
the administartiuon for the financial period from 1 July 2010 to 30 June 2011. It includes the service 
delivery targets and performance indicators for each quarter which should be linked to the performance 
agreements of senior management. It therefore facilitates oversight over financial and non-financial 
performance of the municipality and allows the Municipal Manager to monitor the performance of the 
Departmental Managers, the Mayor/Council to monitor the perfrmamnce of the Municipal Manager, 
the community to monitor the performance of the municipality as a whole. 

The SDBIP for the 2010/11 financial year will be approved by the mayor in June 2010 following approval 
of the Budget. 
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
